ORDER 

Export Trade Control 

S O, 692 (E).—'No. E(C) 0,1988/AM(5).--'ln exercise of the power,> conferred by section 3 of Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order further to 
amend the Exports (Control) Order, 1988, namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Exports (Control) Fifth Amendment Order, 1988. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Exports (Control) Order, 1988,— 

(1) In Part ‘A’ of Schedule T,-~ 

(i) In serial niimb;r 0027, the item numbers (i) and (ii) and entries relating thereto shall he omitted; 

(ii) for serial number 0310 and entries relating thereto, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 
“0310- Raw hides and skins, all types, excluding Lamb Fur Skin”; 

(iii) in serial number 0329, after item number (iii), the following item shall be inserfed, namely ;— 

“(iv)—-Veneers of Sandal Wood”; 

(iv) fot serial number 0515 and entries relating thereto, the following serial number shall be substituted, 

namely ;—- 

“0515. Ferrous Scrap excluding Mill Scale Scrape.” 

(2) In Part ‘B’ of Schedule I,— 

(ii) In serial numb jr 2038(b), after item number 2, the following shall be inserted, namely 
I ”3- Porcupine Quills; 

4- Shed Antlers of Chital and Sambhar”; 

(ii) in serial number 2267, the item number (ix) and entries relating thereto, shall b > omitted ; 

(iii) in serial numb:r 2305, the item number 4 and entries relating thereto, shall be omitted; 

(iv) in serial number 2399, after item number (x) the following item shall be inserted, namjly:— 

“(xi) —Any other Cellulosic or Synthetic Fibre or Yarn not specified above”; 

(v) in serial number 2526, the words “and Mill Scale Scrap” shall be omitted; 

(vi) after serial number 2526 and entries relating thereto, the following item shall be inserted, namely

(vii) serial number 2569 shall be re-numbered as (i) thereof an after serial number (i) as so re-numbered, 
the following shall be inserted, namely 

“(ii) Silver Jewellery containing less than 50 per cent silver content by weight"; 

(yiij) after serial number 2674 and the entries relating thereto, the following shall be added ;—.

2676— Soyrb ean Extract ion; 

2677— Black Pepper (Asta Quality MG-1); 

2678— Coii and Coir Products; 

2679— —Garments and Knitwear not under quota lestriction;

2681— Lamb Fur Skin".

Certificate. Howevei, in case of export of articles made out of African Ivoiy under Advance Licences/

Bombay, Rajasthan State Sheep and Wool 
Marketing Federation, Jaipur and the 
Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Cochin, and the ceiling of meat of 
sheep will be at the disposal of All India 
Meat and Live Stock Exporters Association, 
Bombay and New Delhi, Rajasthan State 
Sheep and Wool Marketing Federation, 
Jaipur and the Deputy "Chief Controller 
of flmports and Exports, Cochin.

Export of Frozen meat shall be allowed on 
furnishing an additional pre-shipment ins¬ 
pection certificate issued by the State 
Director of Animal Husbandry or any other 
officer, authorised on his behalf in case of 
exports from Bombay. Delhi and Mangalore 
and by the Export Inspection Agency in 
respect of exports from Cochin and Madras. 
The certification would be to the effect 
that:—■ 

1. The meat/carcass shall be free from 
pathogenic micro-organism. 

2. The mcat/earcass shall conform to the 
following bacteriological quality spec- 
fications :— 

(1) Total Bacterial count shall be within 

limit of 1 to 10 million per gram 

(2) E.Coli bacterial count shall bo within 
limit of 100 to 1000 per gram.
